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ſtanding; anddiſpatcht away Offa with a moſt angple Come * 
miſlion : then which ation of { e/ars, none was generally - 


taken in worſe part. Becauſe even bad Princes,thoughſome- 
times they puniſhed ſuch as were actually proov'd traytors, 
yet they alwayes toonarrowly fearcht not into every man, 


that was to himſelte guiltte : that they huſht vp many a 


fowlething, by a wiſediflimulation, rather then by bringing 
it to open puniſhments. That he that takes away one cne- 
my, makes way for many. That he eſpecially who hathany 
thoughtsof Peace-making in him, is not to take notice of c- 
very thing: tor feare leſt the whirlewindes after much adoe 
being now ſcarce layd, ſhould bluſterout againe into a vehe- 
menter tempeſt, That bodies weakned by a ficknefle, are 
not preſently againe to be tampered withall by Phyſicke ; 
but to be recovered with quiet. That ſcarcely can the ati- 
ons of the beſt Princes be defended, much lefle theirs, which 
arcalwaycs ſulpeed ofayarice : That vpon theic grounds, 
Coſirmzode Medic, (a moſt wiſe* Prince,) alwayes left the 
Eſtates of ſuch as were attaynted, vntotheir Children and 
nextkindred. Finally, the buſinefſe which of its owne na- 


| ture was grieyous enough, would be made much hcavierby 


the ſharking ofthe Othcers. 

But theſe Comrt-Harpyes forſooth, now after that vnder 
the pretence of treaſons againſt the Emperour, and exer- 
ciſe of forbidden Religi ons ; they had withtheir vncleane- 
ly talons, foully gryped Bohemia, Moravia, and both 
the Auſtria's, and wrung the Nobilitie and Gentry ( whoſe 
caſe wasrather tobe pittied) out of their inheritances : their 
inſatiable mawes being not yet full cramb'd, they now whet- 
ted their Clawes and infamous beakes againe, to devoure the 
wealth of the Expire.

The Mar- "> 
queſſe of Brandenburg complaines, that notwithſtanding the bh 
King of Sweden had two parts of his Country (the old and 
the new Mark,) yet was he forced to pay a full Contribu- 
tion, for the whole Marquiſate. That himſelfe, by the Soul- 
diers ſo long lying in his Country, was left ſo poore, that he 
wasnot able to entertaine a Gartiſon forthe defence of his 
owne Palace; and was faine to abridge even the neceflary 
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The Dyet of Leipſch., 
proviſions ofhis owne Table and family. That the Souldiers 
enterteyn'd by the Proteſtants for their owne defence, hane 
beene turd againſt them, to take away the Church Lands, 
That treble morc Conttibizzio;1s have beene ray{edagainſtno 
enemy, then ever were when the Turke was in Germany. 
That when the Prizces of the houſe of Saxony, as namely, 
Altembcrg, Weymar,and Colbarg, had excuſed themſclues 
of diſabilitic topay each of them 1454.

And thus the Dyer being ended vpon Palme Sunday with a 
Sermon; Saxony difplayes his Defenfine Banner beatcs vp his 
Drummes, begins his Levies:and1o attheir comming home, 
doe the rclt ofthe Princes. 

Theſe Concluſions and Reſolutions of the Proteſtants, 
werenot alittle boggled at, at Court ; did not ſlightly dif- 
pleaſe the Emperour ; and ſtartle the Carholike Leagners, 
with their Adherents. The Proteſtants heare of it on both 
eares : Forthis, are they both by words and writings, both 
threatned, and reviſed: yea their new League and ſtrength 
were by ſome Confidents, not a little ſcoffed and {corned at, 
But they that had beene vicdto hard deeds before, were ſuf- 
ficiently hardned againſt fowle words now ; they were not 
to be diſcouraged this way : they did their buſineſſe, and let 
the others talke theirtalkes. Things going thus on; it was 
by the middle of ay every where perccived, How that 
theſe Leagwers of Leipſich, were now 1N very govd earneſt. 
For now vpon the taking of Magdenbrarg, the Proteſtants 
ſtrongly ſutpeRing by the inhumane crueltie there vſed by 
the Imperialits ;that it was not aheate of warre alone, but 
that there was a Coare of malicediſcovercd in it :notan /w- 
abr aa7 wie Pop4/4 ſpite, vnto that Citie aboue others ; for 

aving beene one of the firſt that harvoured Luther and his 
Religion : they beginue to. make it their owne caſe, andthat 
fortheir Religions ſake, all they were likely not to be much. 
better yſed. Some therefore ofthe neighbour Princes(thoſ{ 


namely of Saxeny and SWwaben) demaund. of the Cities of 


Vimes and Memmingen,&Cc. Scituate in S wabenby the Rivcr 
of Danubw#s, ( which were of the Proteftant League with 
them ):to enterteyne for Garrtſons ſome of theſe new levyed 
Forces. Memmingen conſents ; but Vime being a greater Ci- 
tie,relyes vpotx her owne ſtrength. Theſe things being done,

The Proteſtants League being now noyſedabroad, and ano-

Saxony, and Brandenburg: There is the vniting of their for- 
ces with the King of Swedes 9s Is but not conclu- 
ded : onely the paſſage of Wittemberg heretofore denied him 
by Saxony, is now yeelded vnto, to be open for his Army. 
Mr, Tilly about the ſame time, diſpeedes a meflage vnto 
Saxeny with overtures of a peace;promiling ſhortly to come

Diverſe people arc naturally afrayd of thundzr : ſome of 
the Leagwers therefore, ( and eſpecially the grave-headed 
Burgers in the richer Cities)began now toquakeatthenoyle 
of this fo hideous a Proclamation. Which feare of theirs, 
much coold their blouds, madethem the lefſe zealous and 
warme inthe reſolution. But he that hath not courage enough 


to fight, hath wit enough commonly to excuſe his cowar- 


dize : So fellit out here ; diverſe of the backwardelt pallia- 
ting their owne remiflencfie, with the newes they pretended 
to haue heard, ofthe mammering of the chicfe man in the 
ation, the Duke of Saxony, And this had like to hauc arre- 
ſted the whole Deſigne. Saxozy hearing of all this, notwith- 
{tanding he was at theinſtant hard layd at by Hagen Muller 
the Emperours Ambaſſadour, to come over to his Maitter ; 
yet (to prevent jealouſie ) would he not fo much as once 
ſpcake with him then at Torgas, bur referred him for Audi-

Hagen Mullers Prepoſitions weretheſe fourc:

Toallwhich,the Duke about the beginning of Seprember, 
returnes not onhely a negatiue reſolution ; but aggravated it 
alſo withſome Circumſtances of vnkindneſſe oftered himby 
the Emperour, in requitall of his ſo many good ſervices; be- 
moaning himſelfe, of the vntruſtineſle ofthe Catholke Prin- 
ces: yeaeven before the Emperours Ambaſſador then with 
him, he proteſts; thatthey ſhould not finde a Duke of Wir- 
tenberg of him, he would not ſuffer himſelfe to be led by the 
noſe: but bade the Ambaſſador tell his Lord and ſpare not, 
that he would live and dye in defence of the Concluſions of

e Amo; 25/20. About which tim? the ſayd King Chriſtrer:: 
contrary vnto his promiſe made vato the Sweaerypon their 
ſubmiſſion, vpon which he promiſed to remit all oftences : 
beyondall examples of Chriſtiauitie within foure dayes after 
his Coronation, cauſes all the Nobilitie, Gentry, Bſhops, 
Comnſellors,and prime Citizens ofthe Kingdome of Sweden, 
to be ether hang'dor beheaded: the ſtreetes of Stockbolme, 
where he was Crowned, to runne with bloud ; the carcaſſes 
to lye three dayes vnburied, and then to be burned, &&c. A- 
mongſt the number ofthe maſſacred, the Father of G#/?avs 
was one. When Guſtavus had once heard of this hideous 
newes 3 he, having that winter time gathered ſome ſmall 
company together, exciteth the Swedes to vindicate their 
Countryeslijbertie. In the valourons ſucceſſe whereof, him- 
{elte having beene achicfec Author, is inthe yeare.152 3. by 
conſent of all the States ofthe Country,choſen King. He thus 
elected, refuſeth to be Crowned: contenting himſelfe onely 
with the title of Governoxr. By authoritie of which dignirie,, 
e Ammo 15 27, he ſummons a Parliament; where he propounds 
the Reformation of Religion : in which finding much oppoſt- 
tion, andlittle hope ; ho ſurrenders the Kingdome vnto the 
States againe. The Land thus brought into a ſtreight, hum- 
bly beſeech G»ſtavas, once againetoaccept of the Kingdome. 
Thus was he Crowned eAnn 1527, becomming the firſt 
Proteſtant King that ever was ut the world. Thisfame yeare 
was Rometaken by Charles Duke of Burbou. This Guſtavus 
from the time of his Coronation reigned 3 3. yeares.

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as King of Poland ſucceeded his Father Tohn in 
Kingdome of Sweden, Anno 1594. Hetooke an Oath to 
mathtaine the priviledges of the Kingdome, to admit no 0- 
ther Religion then that of the Auguſtare Confeſſion ; and to 
bring in noStrangers, Which Oath he palpably now vio- 
lating ; firſt, by going about to alter the Religion ; then by 
endevouring to enflaue Sweden, by making it to be a Pro- 
vince of the Kingdome of Poland; Amo 1 599.he was ina full 
aſſembly of the States of Swedes, rejefed and depoſed: and 
his Sonne Laadiſlaxs ( then an Infant) choſen in his place : 
But with this Condition, If within fix moneths he were ſent 
into Sweden, there tobe brought vp inthe Proteſtant Reli- 
ion. 

y Laaiſlars, Sonne of Sigi/mnnd, not being ſent into Sweden 
according to the Condition of his EleRtion, loſt is title vnto

( harles Duke of Swderman, the third and youngeſt Sonne 

of Guſtavws,& the deliverer of his Country from the oppreſ- 
ſion of the Polacks, was choſen King, in the yeare 1601. 

Guſtavia Adolphns, the Sonne of Charles, ſucceeded his 
Father 4»#o 1612. being the preſent, and hitherto the ſuc- 
_cefſe-full Aſſertor of the Gerwane libertie, 

Here may it fayrely be obſerved. 1, That all the poſteri- 
tic of Guſlavx ( which with himſelfe areſcavenin number) 
were eytherKings, or cleed to a Kingdome, vntothe third 
* and fourth generation. Thelaſt whereof, andthe ſcaventh in 
order, isthe preſent Guffavuc. 2. Obſerue, That Guſtavus 
Ericus, the Grandfather of this —__ Adolphus, obtained 
aKingdome by delivering his Country from the Tyranny of 
the Danes : Charles his Father, for delivering it fromthe 
Pole. In which heroicall diſpoſition of his Anceſtors, Gufta- 
vir Adolphus now ſucceeds his Father and Grandfather, 
in vndertaking this preſent warre,for the aflerting of Germa- 
w7, fromthe preſſures of the preſent Emperour. 3. Beſides 
that this Prince is deſcended ofa Family of Deliverers ; there 
ſeemesto be another Omen in his Stile, as well as in his Peai- 


gree: he writes himſelfe King of the Gorbs and Vandals;

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which Nations haue once heretofore beene fatall vnto the 


Empirc. 


This brave Prince having inthe yeare 169. had firlt a 
warre with the Po/e,andthen a Peace; was by the complaints 
& invitations ofthe Germane Princes,the next yeare brought 
over into the Empire. Yo haue before heard of the miteries 
of Germany : and yet had the Proteſtant Princes in their Dyet 
of Leipfich beene modeſt in their Remonſtraxce : they had not 
told you all. Straleſundtand Stetin, Mecklenburg and Pomer- 
land, were ſo heavily oppreſſed, ſoſorely over-layd, that they 
hadnot breath enough left, to be hcard ſigh fo farre as the 
Emperours Court. A ſound(we know)1s viually conveighed 
furtheralong the water, then over-land : which may ( per- 
chance) be one of the reaſons, why their compſaints are ſoo- 
ner liſtned vnto in Sweden, then at Vienna, Thule Maritime 
people therefore finding no relicfe aſhoare ; are forced to 


fetch their ſuccours, whence they vſually did their Merchan- 


dize, out of the Baltick Sea, The King of Sweden 1s ailyed 
with Bogiſlanys Duke of Steren ; and with [chr eAlbert and 
his brother, Dukes of Mecklenburg : is confederate with 
Straleſuxdt and Pomerland ; and therefore likelicſt tobe their 
Friend. His fafetic much depended vpon theirs:hadthe Em- 


perourbeeneMaiſtcr ofthoſe Ports and Sca-coalts;he would 
neither haue beene-ſo fayre a Mcrchaat to him ; and might 
withall haue proved a more dangerous and over-maiſterly a 


neighbour. Againe,this King now having 4 good Peace, hid 
therfore the better leiſure. His Army being not yet caſhier'd, 


therelicfe would not altogether be ſo chargeable. His expe= 


rience in the warres being great, his fame ( now after the 


beating of the Pole, and two Imperiall Armies in Pruſſia, ) 


more; he was alſo thought to be theablelt to deliver them. 
His Majeſtie therefore being by the pittifull and redoubled 


complaints of his Allyes, his Confederates, his Neighbours, 


ſollicited overand over againe to come in ynto their reſcue ; 
that this bare invitation ofhis Friends might not be cenſu- 
red fora plot betwixtthem,ornot to be cauſe enough for his 
comming: lo, he is even puld over by hisenemics provo- 
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cations. But for the greater Authoritie with the Reader, 
we willgtue youthe juſt Apologie of that Prince : the pre(- 
ling reaſons for his. moving with an Army into Germany, 
himſelfc having cauſed to be Printed:the Arguments where- 
of, we here abbreviate into Propoſitions. 
Hu I ajeſtie firſt proteſts; That he hadnot ſtirr'd at al; The Kingof _ 
nonotthough he had often beene warnedto looke vnto him- Swedes Apo» || 
ſelfe : nor would he take any notice of it, vntill ſme affront !93y & com- 
or maine occaſion of quarrell, had beene actually offered by P'%'%s: 
. the Emperour. That having becne by his oprreſſed veigh- 
bours and Confederates invited vnto their reliefe, he fora 
longtime ratherexpeftedthe Emperours goodneſle towards 
the Subjects of Germany, then defircd to intereſſe himſelfe 
againſt him, with whom he ſo much deſired the continuati- 
on of Amitie. That the quarrell was firſt beguane by the Em- 
perour ; whojin the-late warres of Prufſia betwixt Sweden 
and Po/azd, hid prohibited the King of SWedez to makeany, 
Levies of men, or proviſion of vicualls or Ammunitionin 
Germany, apparently granting the ſame libertie vnto his ene-

That conſidering how things ſtood betwixt the Emperour 
and himfelfe, it much concerned him notto ſuffer that [fland 
and Towne, to be poſleſſed by his enemies : ſeerng they lye

then, had he taken the Towne vnder his par That 
his owne comming with an Army into the bounds of the 
Empire, was vnder publicke proteſtation of no hoſtilitic 
meant vntothe Empire, or perſon of the Emperour. That 
hiscomming was principally to relieue that diſtreſſed Prince 
his Coſin and Confederate, the Duke of Srerinand Pomeren,

That the end of his 
comming, was no more then the relicte of Sr7a/c/unde ayd 


 Pomerlanat ; and the fecuring of his owne Dcminions of 


Sweden : too neere vnto which he perceived the Emperour 
to be now etcroaching, with no good intention. That if 
peace and fafctie might on thoſe parts be aſſured, he would 


no furtherenterinto the Empire. 
Theſe Complaints, Aggrievances, and Provocations of the 


King of Sweden, were in tayreand reſpeafull manner,by Let- 


ters firſt preſented vnto the Emperour:and when that courſe 
brought no redrefle,then for juſtification of his proceedings, 
and by way of Apologie, were the Circumſtances enlarged, 
and the whole Printed, for the world to judge vpon:and that 
all indifferent Readers might there recetue an Accompt of 
the Cautes, which at length conſtrained himto mooue with 
an Army into Germany, 

Theſe Reaſons much ſatisfied the world, wade the pre- 
tence-of his comming fayre. And that the entcrprize of this 
great Champion of the Gerwane Libertie, might bring Cre- 
dit with it, as well as Strength ; both rumored and fearcd e- 
very whcre in the Empire it was, that diverſe otherpotent 
Princes were with him intercfſed in the Action : and that 


there was a private Vnion made betwixt England, France, 


Ruſſia, Sweden, Venice, and Holland, (all then'at difference 
with the Princes of the houſe of eAsſtria ) and that Hewas 
the Head of the Vnion. The preſumption for this ſuſpition 
was, that the Ambaſſadoursof theſe Princes were obſerved 
lately to haue beene together in his Camp; andbelceved to 
haue communicated both Counſells and intelligence with 
bim.

freſh Lake called the Friſchheffon the South,. and the Ile of 
Yolln onthe Eaſt. Vponthefourthof 7xly, t1 — vey eh 
ofthe Kings Horſe, together withthree thouſand Musketts 
ers, went out vpona pete zthe King himſelfe commanding: 
- them. They. marched ypwards three miles inte the Ile of | 
Vfeaowe where they ſaw diverſe troopes of the enemies, k 
butall of them ranne away. The 5.th and 6th dayes were 
- ſpent in hearing of Ambaſſadors, from the Dukes of Meck- 
enburg,Pemerenand the Towne of Strale/unar. On the 7. th 
day, his H-2jeſtie leaving Colonel Knip-howſen, then Sap- 
t Major. Generall, with two Regiments of foote to de- 
End the workes at Penempndt ; with the reſt. ofthe Army 
| paſlingoverthe water.onthe Welt fide of the Ile ; marches 
' vptothe Towne of Yolgaft. Here had the enemy a ſtrong 
- Sconce onthe WREFNOFnnly againſt the Caſtlevpon ow 
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Ile of Yjedome : which Sconce, his Majeſtiethought fitteſt 
to be firſt affaulted. As he marched towardes this Caſtle, 
the Crabats falling out, begun the Skirmiſh with the Kings 
Horſe: who being preſently ſecondedby the foote, conftrat- 
nedthe Crabarr to giue gromd with great loſſe. Thoſe of 
them which were not killed in the fight, making great haſt 
vato the River, by which they thonsht to ſwimme over vn- 
to the Caſtle ; wereall miſerably drowned. Thoſe within 
the Sconce, thus perceiving their fellowes misfortune; in 
great haſt retyred into their boates : where being hardly 
charged by the Kings men,the moſt of them were alfo drow- 
ned. Their confuſion was fo great ; that three hundred of 
them then periſhed by the ſword,or in the water, The whole 
night following, the Canon from the Caſtle playd very hard | 
vponthe Kings folke,but with little or no lofle vnto is ALa- 
jeftie. Ypon the 8.th of 1uly, his Majeftre leaving Sir [hn 
Bannier to keepe the Sconcethat was taken ; marched from 
thence vntoa Cloyſter called Padegla ; which wasa ftrong 
paſſage vpon the lle of Y/edome. But the enemy, before the 
Kings comming, had ſpoyled and pillaged all that there was, 
and then ranne away. Here the King lodged all night. 

Vpon the g.th of [mly,the King marched tothe Swing, on 
the Eaſt-fide of the Hand ; wherethe other mouth of the 0- 
der,diſemboketh into theBalrickSea. There fotind he a Sconce, 
ſtrongly builded indeede, yet but weakly defended:the Gar- 
rifon vpon the firſt light of the Kings troopes, abandoning 
the place, and ſhifting themſelues over the River into the 
neighbour Ile of Follin. This place, which the Oder, the 
Friſchhaff, the Sea, and a little Fret of water, make into an 
Hand; lyes on the Eaſt-fideof Y/#dome : and here the King 
having found Boates, immediately followes the [mperialiſts, 
Here had the Duke of Saxonyes Siſter a Caſtle ; which the c- 
nemy flecingout of, miſerably deface with fire. And now 
thoſe that lately fled into the Ile, as alſo the reſt that were 
there in ſeverall Garriſons before ; did not onely abandon 
their ſtrong Sconces and Fortifications; bat left, not their 
Canon 4 for haſt, but their very Horſes alfo ; together 
with

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with a great deale of their baggage ; withtwoLeopards ina 
e ; left there by the Dnke of Freid/andt,who thought 
to haue preſentedthem vnto the Emperour. | 
In theſe two [lands of Uſedome and Wollin, the King re- 
mained ſome twelue dayes ; vntill he had made ſufficient 
proviſion of Gallyesandother Veſſels, for the tranſporting 
of his Army through that great Friſch haff; and from thence 
vp the River of Oaer, vnto Sterin : which was done the 26. 
of #4ly, This Towne of Stetin, is the Seate and Title of the 
Duke of Poweren and Stetin : Scituate within Land it is, 
South of the Friſch haff,being the chicfeTowne ofthe Conn- 
trey, and the onely good Towne ofthe Countrey in ſole poſ- 
ſeſſion of the Duke, that was free from mperiall Garrifons. 
And now the King landing his men at a Caſtle within an ©+ 
£54 mile of the Towne, aboutten a clocke in the forenoone, 
preſently puts them into Battalia. Grave Neeles and the 
Lord of Reay commaunding foure hundred Muskettiers, that 
day kad the Vantguard;and wereboth commanded to march 
towards the North Port of the Citie, called the 2£/l-dvore : 
the King in the meane time with three hundred Muskettiers, 
making towardsa Hom-worke, that was then a building, 
within a Musket-ſhotof the Dukes Palace. While this was 
a doing, allthe Ladiesand Gentlewomen, were in the win- 
dowes, and vpon the Leades, looking vpon the King and hys 
folkes. All this while there appearednotany one man out of 
the Towne, to make any defence : which the King now ob= 


ſerving, at laſt ſends a Trumpet towards the Ports, to de- 
maund entrance, This mefſage made knownevntothe Duke,. 


a Colonel, who had the Commaund of ſome 12006, Muſ- 
kettiers within the Towne, is ſent to. parlie with the King. 
His meflage was, an Affurance from-the Dake his Maiſter, 
that he had reſolved to ſtand Nemter. His Majeſtie nothing 
contented with this meſſage;fends the Colonel backe againe 
vnto the Dake : commaundinghimto tell hts Maiſter from 
him z That he was not come into Germany for any private 
ends of his owne : but ſent for, by him eſpecially,..and other 
diſtreffed Princes;that by the force of his Armes,they might

Stetin taken, 
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Port:.and the Scors entring pell-mell with them, that Part 
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be free from the yoke;which lay ſo heavievpon their necks: 
and therefore, great reaſon had the Dake'to open his Ports, 
andto receiue him into his Towne. And this4fthe Duke re- 
tu(ſed to-doe;he bad the Meſſenger affire him, tharhe would 
enter, by a breach made through his Caſtle: giving preſent 
order thereupon to haue the Canon mounted. The Duke vp- 
on thereceipt ofthis ronnd-mefſage, adviſes with tis Coun- 
{elia while : who having conclnded what was o1-the ſud- 
den to be done, the Port is opencd, andthe draw bridge lct 
downe, and the. Duke in his Coach iflucs out, waited vpon 
by ſome Gentlemen on Horſebacke : addreſſing himſetfedi- 
realy towards the King. Vpon the meeting, much confe- 
rence pafſesabout ſurrendring of rhe Towne ; the King pret- 
ſing ; and the Duke excuſing, altogether defirous to {taud 
Newter, Ofthis would not the King heareat any hand: ma- 
King vie of that ( whichin Dutchis a Proverbiall faying, ) 
They that are not with me, are againſt me. And now theKing 
taking notice of the Ladies and Gentlewomen onthe Leades 


and Windowes ; Cofin ( fayesheto theDake) it you rzane f}. 
to keepe me out-ofthe Towne, you maſt ſerothermann?r of 


people to guard it, then theſe Ladies3 for Ile afſare you, they * 


will neyer be able to hold out againſt any one company of 


my Souldicrs. The Duke perceiving his Majeſtie, though 
pleaſant, yet-carneſt ; deſires leave to goe againe into the 
Towne. TheKingconſentsvnto the motion: but ſerx order - 
withallvntothe Lord Reay, to guard the Dakes perfon thi- 


therward.: andthat whenthe draw-bridgewas let downe, 


and the Ports ſet open for the Dukes Coach; to enter the 
Towne together with it ; and 1f it were poſſible, to make 
good the Port, The Lord Reay having enough of hisinſtruc- 
tions, ſo diſpoſeshis Muskettiers( which were Scorrs6)that 
two hundred of them marcht before the Coach ; and muft 


 needsthereforeenter before the Dukes Coach could: fo that 


this peice of ſervice was done, even as the King wouldhaue 
it. Thus the Lord Reaybeing entred within the outter Port, 
the Towne Garriſon retyred from thence within the inner

The nextgrorning, the King commaunds Sir John Banner ' 
'Generall of his lnfantery,to take with him 600.Sweds/o Muſe 
kettiers, vnder the commaund of Grave 7eachim, and 600. 
Scottiſh Muskettiers,vnderthe commaund of the Lord Reap; ' 
to make an aſſaulrypon the Towne of Damme, lyinga mite 
tothe South-Eaſt of Sretin, The Towne had on that fidebut 
- oneapproach vnto it ;-and that wasanarrow cauſey leadin 
thoroughthe martſh, vpon which che Towne ſtood. Th 
I2006.'Men now advanc'talmoſtas farreasa Sconce, which 
guarded theend of the Towne;. a Country-boore cotnming / 
vp tothe Commanders, profters them his ſervice to leade (4 
them a ſecret way thorough the mariſh : by which meanes, 
they nught more caſily fall on, vpon the other fide of the 
Towne.. Butthe Burgersofthe Towne, (who it ſeemes had: 
intelligence with the Kings forces) now ſending vnto.them ; 
defired them to hauc the patience but to ſtay vatill night, 
and thenthey.promiſedto giue them entrance by a private 
poſterne gate. This delay was cunningly projected by the 
Towneſmen ; and ſerved them to very good purpoſe ; for 
hadthe Kmegs forces taken the Towne by aflault, then,by the 
Law of Armes, hadthe pillage 'of the whole Towne bezne 
their owne. Thus, ({.vpon what reaſons or feares T know 
not?) the enemics Garriſon-confiſting of ſome two hundred 
and fiftic Muskettiers, andfortic horſe, forfooke the Towne 
that veryevening; taking their way Eaſt-ward,;towards the 
next Towne of Stargard. With the Burgers of this Towne 
of Stargard,the King haviogalfo intelligence;inſtantly ſends 
thither alſo. But whether it was,that he thought not fit too 
farre togiue truſt votothoſe Burgers, .and to adventure his 
 ownemenypontheirhoneſtics; eſpecially ſince the Garri- 
fon wasthus lately reenforced : ſure it 1s, that heemployed 
none of his.-owne men, but committed the charge vnto that 
'H 3 *'v-.*"* - On 
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Colonell and his men, who had layn in Garriſon in Stersw, - 
before his Majeffies comming thither, This Colonel know- 
ing the Country perfeAMly, came by night vpon the Towne : 
and having given advertiſement vnto theſe Burgers within, 
with whom he had correſpondency ; they ſecretly opening 
a Port vnto him, gine him preſent entrance. He thus got 1n, 
preſently cutsin peicesthe Corps ds guard, which had the 
Watch vpon the Market-p,ace. This done, he without ſtay 
goes towards another Port, which had two ſtrong Sconces 
eforeit ; theſe he preſently aſſaulted, killing three hundred 
and fiftie Souldters which bo found within them. This aR, 
hadliketo haue loſt himthe towne: for the reſt of thetowne 
Garriſon, (which were aſleepe in their beds when he at firſt 
entred, now hearing the noyſe; ſtart vp, and betake' them- 
{clues vntotheir Armesz ſhutting withall, the Port behinde 
the Kings Colonell, who was now bufily employed, vpon 
the execution within the Sconces. Very hard had it beene 
for him to haue entred the Towne againe, but that the Bur- 
gers atthe ſametime taking Armes ; by force opened ano- 
ther Port for him. The Garriſon by this time having gathe- 
red into a head vpon the Market-place, now finding them- 
ſelues too weake to reſiſt ſo great forces; retire themſelnes 
intothe Church-ſteeple : but now the SWwedsbturningthe 
Canon whichthey had gotten in the two Sconces, again{t 
the ſtceple; the Garriſon forthwith yeeld themſelues, con- 
ditioning to goe off with their linesand Armes ſaved. 

There were found n this Towne of Stargara, 500. barrels 
of meale ; much powder and (hott, and ſome Ordnance. The 
King after fortifics the place, with fiue new .Bulwarkes, 
three halfe Moones,andſach other Outworkes, Whileſt this 
was adoing, Camminanother let and Biſhops See, butting 
* ypon Wollm, is alſotaken. The rough methode of warre 
ſhould haue fallen vpon the Towne of Colbergen next : but 
this being too tough a peice, is1ctalonetillafterwards.

The 
Swedes mcditating revenge, fall out a while after vpon the 
Imperialiſts Cattellby Grippenhagen aud Gartz, driving away 
{ome 300, from both places, os come fayrely withthem to 
their quarter. Many the like feates of Armes were daily pra- 
aied berwixt them, 

And now leaving the other Armies to their buſineſſc in 0- 
ther places, we willturne to the ficge of Colbergen : not be- 
cauſe it was firſt taken, but firſt beſieged : and becauſe it is a 
peice of Story by it ſelfe, vpon which 10 other depends ; no 
othcr Towne being in thoſe quarters. This Towne 1s {cituate 
on the Sca-coaſt, further from Stra/eſandt, and neerer vato | 
Pryſſia,then the Kine had yet conquered. So ſtrong a place, 
that Torguatiand thereſt,had made choyce of it, thereto lay 
vp their pillage, and what treaſure they had gotten in the 
watrcs. About the 4th, of September, was Colonel Knipholv- 

ſen {ent by the King to try what he could doe vpon it. His 
troupes being too weake, Banditzen is ſent with 4000.men, 
and 18. peices of Ordnaace, Vpon him the Crabars and o- 
ther Imperialiſts ſet amaine : a hote skirmith there is, and 
much loſle on both ſides. Baxud;irzen thereupon receines two 
more Regiments from the King : ſo that now he is 5. Regi- 
ments of foote, and ccrtaine horſe ſtrong before the Towne ; 
The Gentlemen of the Country are alſo drawne into the aRi- 
on. The Garriſon within is 11. Companics of foote but ve- 
ry weake ones. 

T orqnati Continot ignorant of this, hath a deſigne about 
the beginning of November, for the relieving of the Towne, 
and his owne treaſure 1n it ; haping eyther vtterly to defeate. 
Banuditzen and Kniphowſen, that now blockt it vp, or atleaſt 
to beate vp a Quarter, and ſo to thruſt ſome ſuccours into its 
Guſtavus Horne, then in the Campat Stetin, having notice of 
i, immediately callsa Councell of Warre. The refolution is, 
firit to ſend Banditzenand KniphoWwſen word of it; OY

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them to ſtand vpon their guard awhile, alluring them by 

ſuch a time tobe with them, This done, they draw ont halfe 
of evcry Regiment,to goc along;every Colonel tocommand' 
his owne:allbeing Commanded'men,ftich as hadno Colcurs 
with them:: and for defence of the Campleaving the other 
halfe, with all the Lieutenant-Colonells, and Sir Arthur Le/- 
lyetocommandall, Word alfois fent vnto the Swedi/3 Gar- 
riſons of Griffenberg & Golnaw, (juſt in the way) to comeand 
meete them. Sothat with theſe, and their fellowes before: 
Colbergen,they might make ſome $000. foote & 400g: horte. 
The enemy wasalſo ſome g.or 10000. men; and thoſe vpon 
their march, atleaſt a day ortwo before Guſtavus Horne had 
notice of it:- butthey gpingthe further way about, through 

the March, and ſoalong behinde Schiffelbien, (asfarre from 
the Sweds/p Garriſonsas they could, for feare of being difco- 

vered,)the Swear were at Colbergen before them, There 

found they their owne men in battell array, and no newes 
of any /mperialiſts yet... Conſulting what to doe, they there 
reſolved to ſtay in lightof the Towne, to amaze and affray 
the enemy. all that day ; and then to take as many out of the 
Leagueras might well be ſpared, and ſo to march away by 

night, to mecte with the enemy. Guſtavus Horne comman- 
ded the Foote, the Lord Reay led the valiant Scotti/h-men of 
his owne Nation, and Baxdtzenthe horſe. About midnight 
comes a Countrey-Boore vnto them, with aflurance that the 
enemy had then taken vp their Quarter in two orthreelittle 
Dorps, that were hard before them : els might they haue 
* marcht by theni, and ſothe cnemy might hane gone on, and 
defeated thoſe before Colbergen firſt, and perchance thofeat 
Stetin afterwards. Herethe Colonells conſult what to doe. 
All, but Kniphawſen,refolue to ſurprizethem asthey now ay 
ſcattered and devided in theſe Villages: but Kniphowſens ad- 
viſe was to ſtay till morning. His reaſons were, firſt they 

knew not the {trength andlodging of the enemy : 1o that if 
by any error they ſhould be defeated, Colberg, and Stetin,and- 
all wereloſt. Againe, it wasa very good peiceof ſervice,to 

hane prevented the enemy 1n -_ deſigne ; and if they could. 
Eo not. 
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not beate him, it were enough to turae him backe againe. | 
And theſe reaſons prevailed : ſo thatthe Ariny being hard- 
marcht, fate there downe to refreſh themſclues, W hile!t 
here they were, eyther the ſame Boore, or ſome other, goes 
and tells the Imperials/s,that the Sweds/ were hard by them: 
ſothatby threeaclocke inthe moraing they might perceiue 
the enemies Dorps, all ona flame : for they riſing to be gone 
homewards, had now ſet fire vpon their Quarters. The 
Sweaiſp perceiving this, fall generally to blame Kniphon/er , 
reſolving inſtantly to purſue them. Comming to the forſa- 
ken Dorps, rhere knocke they downe {ome {txtte men, that 
the enemy had left behinde, and fo follow on the reſt. Ar 
breake of day, they had fight of the retyring enemy, vpon a 
fayre Heath : whereupon the Sweaz/4 horle making more 
ſpcede, by eight a clocke were vpon the neckes of them, 
The enemy making Alt,turnes faces aboutto them : where- 
zpon the Sed; horſe forbeare to charge, till thzir owne 
Foote ſhould be come vp to them : who now doubling their 
march, were hard at hand with thera. Thas when the enemy 
makes a ſtand, ſo doe the Swediſh tov ; and when the enemy 
marches, the vtherlyes beating vpon their Reexe. The Cra- 
bats ( or Imperiall horſe ) perceiving themſelues likely to be 
overmatcht with numbers, play the Paltrons, and runaway. 
The Feote goc 01 1n this Bice, tillthey came to a Dorpe, 
or Village, called Faldinbrxch, there was a paſſage- at a wa- 
ter-mill ; over whoſe bridge they were to goc : and there one 
ofthe carriages of their Ordnancebreaking, fowlly ſtopt vp . 
their paſſage, Here being crowded and ditordered, the for- 
molt began alſo to flee, And now fellthere ſo ſudden and ſo 
ſtrange a miſt, that a man could hardly diſcerne two Pikes 
length before him. The enemies Foote that could not ger 0- 
verthe bridge, betooke themſclues into the mariſh by the 
Rivers fide : ſtanding there vpoa their owne defence, with 
matches Cockt,and Muskets vpon their Reits.

300, Wagons with their burdens z beſides 14+ Enligies. 
Colonell Sparre with ſome few Wagons of his owne bag- 
gage, ſaved him(clfe in Cuſtrins : Some others gat throngh 
nto Lanatsberg, and others recovered Franctford ypon 0- 
der : about which laſt place,they after ralliedrheir forces to- 
gether againe. This was ccriainy a notable detcate; yea fo 
notable, that had the King then had Cftrine in his hands 
(which he hadbefore deſired of the Ele tor of Brandenburg) 
the encmy had gotte: no paſlage over che Oacr at all; eyther 
into Franckford or-Landtsbergen : yea he tad gottenthamnin 
fayre Campagmaamong his own? garrifons, haddtill follow- 
ed beating vpon their Reere ; yea betngpnce1nrowtyryther 
they could never hauc made headagaine, or 1f they had, he 
had inſtantly becne vpon the powles of them ; and ſo haue 
vttcriy defeated the Imperial! Army. Then had Pomerea becn 
quite cicered, Frankford & Laadtsbergentiken at on2blow. 
Sieſiaailo had becne left naked : yea and TWly beingnot yet 
come vp, Mag4enbarg had beene ſaved, andall Mechlenburg 
beſieged by the Kings Armies, But all this fayled, for want: 
of Cuſtrenc, | « 

The King returning from the Chaſe, even while the feare 
and dread of his Armies, and the loue of his juſtice, were vp- . 
on all the Countrey : goes in perſon towards Conmmeberg, a 
Towne on the Ealt-ſideof the Oder, not farrefrom Caſtrine, 
Here had/he'not much to doe ; forthatth? Towneſmenyo- 
luntarily brought their keyes, and layd them downe at his | 
Majelttcs fecte. Thence' in perton gocs be towards Labs, 
a Foit within a Dutch mile of Frenceford, almoit betwixtit ' 
and (#ſtrine : and there he: pitches his Campeabontthe 8:th 
oe of [anuary,old fiilc. About the fame time goes Golonell Leſe 
a lye towards Leckonitz, a'Caltleiathe very Frontiers of Po- 
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Mmeren, belonging vnto Schaterburg, and kept by an hundred 
Imperialiſts: vpon which place Sir Arther Leflze commir.g 
by night, ſothunders with his Ordnance vpon them, thc: 
having beaten downe the gateshe falls to enter: killing ſome 
ewentie of thoſe that made reſiſtance, and taking ſome $0, 
priſoners, The Caſtle was by the King freely given vnto the 
Colonell, thatthustooke it in. At the ſelfe ſame time, falls 
Baxditzex vpon the Garriſon of Pirirz, a Towne betiwixt 
Grippenhagen & Coninxberg-:it which were ſome x400.men: 
theſe he defeates, and ſo is that Townetaken. 

Bat the chicfe-defigne, was at the ſtrongeſt place, Landes- 
berg by name ; whither Guſtavus Horne was ſent ; the Kin 
hoping at this ſame one voyage, to hauetaken in that alſo. 
But this deſigne was for that time put by, as we ſhall hereaf-

againe, fitting downe with it at Conmxberg atoreſaid, (awhi- 
ther he brought 70» peices of Ordnance ) where he Rayed 
vntillhe had increaſedit with ſome new levies, made for him 
inthe New CMHarck ;and had begunne to rayle ſome Sconces 
forthe ſecuring of the Country, Of theſe Sconces, one was 
hard by Cftrme, and anothes necrer vnto Siefa: for the 
guarding of which workes, andthe blocking vp of Hinme!- 
ſtaat and Lavatsberg withall ; heat his golng away, leaucs 
goco, men in Brandenburg-land. Whileſt this is a doing, 
theKiug in perſon goes towards (,#ſfrine(the chicte "m_ 
an 
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and the ſtrongeſt of all Brandenbarg:) demaunding to haue 
that Towne config dyyver into his proteion, that he might 
put aGar1ifon into it,and ſo keepe the enemy trom returatg 
over the Oder, This requeſt, notwithitanding it were by 
_ the Z/ety denyed, ( not daring to doe it as yet, the /m- 
perizhiſts being not onely in that Towne, but 1a his whole 
Country beſide, and the Governour Xr4chten dillwyading it 
mainly ) yetthus much courage the Eleder atter that tooke 
vato him(elfe z that he preſently ſct out a Proclamatio! a- 
gainit the ſharking and (troy-good Imperialifs : commau:;- 
ding his SubjzRs, by ſtrong hand to reſtraine their infolen- 
cies ;andtoletnone ramble vp and downe the Country, but 
ſuchas had lawfull Paſſes. Now had the King a Army of 
ſome 1 8.Regimentsof Foote, and 86.Cornersot Horle : and 
now by mid-/2nxary was Gencrall 7Tuly come vp to Franck- 
ford, there to ſuccour and take o1thole troupes, which the 
King had before ſcattered : which ( as we ſayd) began now 
to gather headagaine aboutthis Franckford, Of his comming 
the King now hearing, ſends Guſtavss Horae with a reaſona- 
bie Army towards the Fronticrs of S:e/ja to ſtaue off Tully 
from coinmingdowne that way, vnto any of the new con- 
uered p'ac.s : him(elfe inſtantly marching into the Land of 
Aechlenbarg. The whole ſtory of which, and his Majeftics 
preceedings in that Country ; we Will now prefent you with 
altogether ; beginning with hiFformer expedition thi- 
ther. | 

This Country of c Mecklenburg lyes Weſtward of Pomer- 
land, along the coait betwixt Branudenburgandthe Sea. Two 
Dukedemes it hath, Schweriaand Gaftre ; lately poſleſſed 
by ewobrothers, /oba Alber: the elder brother, and Adalpa 
trederite the younger : both the right heires, aad both tiled 
Dukes of Mckleavarg. Theie Princes had the Empcronr 
of latc, very injuriouſly deveſtedof their Eſtates, and giyen 
them viro Ya/-nſfteyn his great Generall, with the Title of 
Dake of 17-ckenbarg. The difleized Dukes, complaine vnto 
th.r Colin the King of Swedes z their relicke was another 
mayne 
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mayne cauſe of his commingin Germany. His Majeſtiethere- . 


fore.haying made'ſo victorious an cntrance into Pomeren, . 
and clecred all thoſe parts vponthe confines of Pomerland, 
( except Grepſwala ) next vato Mcchlenburg : reſolues vpon 


47 expedition thitherin perſon. About Auguſt 6. 1630. he 
peepares his. qwie way by taking the paſſage of Szolp, necre 
erincklam, ſome hnelcagnes below Stretin towards the Seca, 
whereby he hathatull paſſage into Aeckienburg. Towards 
the endot Seprember,his Majeſty makes ſtay ofailgreatboats 
and ſhips vpon the Oder, and the mouth of it : wherein ha- 
ving ſhipt ſome 12000 irien and their Ammunition;he ſaylcs 
by Folgaſt (taken ſome moneth before ) and Strale/amat ; 
palling vnto Barr, a Towne in Wecklenbarg, ſtanding vpen 
an artne of the Sea, alittle within the Choare. That takes he in 
firſt, Then halts he to Damgaraen the next lowne on the 
Eait fide of that arme of the Sea: which Towne & the Sconce 
toit, he preſently takes in by aſſault: many of the Souldiers 
being flung ontatthe windowes, and ſome others by miſ- 
chance burnt. Three dayes after this, tc. Rubexiz he comes : 
a Towne inthe very bottome of that Indraught or arme of 
the Sea : andthat he by force takes alſo. I7eſcord the Gover- 
nour is taken priſoner, and his Licutenant ers, {laine with a 
Musket ſhot. Here pitches he his Camp ; giving order for 
the fortifying of this, and Damgarden and Trubbeſees, ano- 
ther late takenpaſſage towards Pomeren. Being here {ctled; 
he firſt of all by a Proclamation dated from Rebemrrz Sept.28. 
ſummons the Gentry and people of the Country, toremem- 
ber their oath oncetaken to their natura!l Princes: to forlake 
Walenſteynstitle and {ervice: tocome arracd into his Camp, 
or other his troupes;to proſccute and killall the Walſteyners: 

and to fight with him for the libertie of their Countrey. 

Thoſewhich doe not, he threatens to purſue as traytors and 

encmies: thoſe which did, to aftoord his royall protection 

vnto. A ſecond mandate he then ſends to the Towne of Ro- 

ſtock: of which more, when we-come to ſpeakeof that City. 

Sir [ox Banmer,( his Majeſtics Lieutenant for thoſe parts) 

beingaboutthattume, alſo vpon the frontiers of Mecklenburg 
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towards Poweren ; direRts his Letters vato theſe borderers, 
tothis purpoſe. That ſeeing the [mp2ria/iſks thereabouts did 
nothing but pillage a1d plunder them of their Cattell and 
goods; and thatthc Kinghis Maiſters intention was, onely 
to defend them : thereforethey ſhould ſend their Corne and 
Cattle towards Rubenitz or Strale/nndt. Whichif they refu- 
ſed, the King would. thinke thoſe pillages wilfully endured 
by them to relieue his enemies, and that they meant to-fall a- 
way from their owne Princes : and muſtthereforetake their 
goods whereever he found them, perſecuting them as tray-- 
tors andenemics. 

 Whileſt here at R#benitz the King lyes encamped, and his. 
forces inthe meane time buſic about the Country : there ar- 
riucs an Imperiall Curryer in his. Camp. His Letters con- 
tained an admiration of the Emperours,why the King ſhould 


come armed into the Empire:offt-ring him a treatie of peace, 


ifſobe he would firſt lay downe Armes. Theſe ſeeme writ- 
ten from Ratsſbone. To this heanſwers ; That his Imperiall 
Majeſtie would ceaſe to wonder, if he pleaſed to remember 
thetwo Armies ſent againſt himinto Prafia; the wronging 
of his Friends.; and the endangering of his owne SWeaen. 
As for the offer of peace, he 770 nate ifhe thinkes 1t 
not ſincerely meant ; ſeeing it had beene before ſcorned: 
and that now the Emperour while he ſpake of peace,did ſtill 
continue his Levies, As for laying downe of Armes, he vt- 
terly refuſes that ; orto truſt any more vnto verball promi- 
ſes :andfortreatie of peace, he would. be moſt gladto enter- 
taine it: which vponthele termes he will agree vnto;name- 
os That all Germany be {o ſet'ed and re-eſtated; as it was be- 
re the beginning of theſe warres. This was written after 
the _ returne to Straleſundt, the fame moneth of Ofober, 
in which 1t was received, The Emperour perceiving that 
words and papers would not beate Swedens {word out of his 
hand, at the breaking vp of the Dyet of Rati/bone, in the be- 
ginning of Novembey, ſcts out his Imperiall mandate, for the 
continuing of the warresz andagainſt the King of Sw-den by 
name ; procuring the Blettors allo todecree theſame : andto. 
agree

agrectoayde him in it. And by this time was the King come 

from Srrale/znar againe, vnto his Army at Rubemtz, zwhere 

he for a while heldthe head quarterof his Camp: the reſt of 

the Army, being partly neerer advanc't vnto Reſtoct, and part 

employed with Banner in other places, And now(it feemes) 

ſoinc of his, * having beene as farre as Lubeck ( one of the gx...

But Dooat and 
Mecklenburg provided better for them:commaunding all the: 
horſe they could ſpare,to convoy in their 5 000. friends ; and 
then together, to ſet vpon their enemies. They did ſo; ſur- 
priſcd, deteated,and ſlew the moſt of them :having the chaſe 
of them, even vnto their owne Frontiers : and had the Swe- 
as had but 1000.

Finding the 
Citie too ſtrong totake by aſſault; the 15 .thday,hethunders 
vpon that againe, beatesdowne the workes, and makes ſo 
vaſt a bo in the very hard walles ; that the Governour, 
the Dukede Savell;, an-7talian, finding the place not to be 
tenable againſt ſuch thunder and reſolutions ; parlyes and 
yeelds, Vpon the ſurrender, he receiues the King ynderthe 
ns EE | gate 3 
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one; andthe King carryes him backe towards the Market- 
place: Herethe King ſitting armed vpon-his horle, -mnakes a, 
{þcech\vnto the Towneſmen ; airing them of all favour : 
and turning to the Duke, wills him to depart the Towne, 
to falute the Emperour from him; and to tell him, That he 
was 0 enemy vnto hisperſon.:; and that his endevour thauld 
onely be, toreſtore thehibertic of Religion, and of the'Prin- 
ces. Thus with.ſix Enfignes flying,bagand baggage,and two 


* pcices of Ordnance, the Duke marches out of the Towne 


icavitig 36, peices of brafſe Ordnance behinde him ; 60.bar- 
rells of powder, with victualls and Ammuaition proportlo- 
able. The King loſt about 200. men ; himſclfe(as ſomefay) * 
receiving a light ſhot. Letters were intercepted from the 
Generally Ti!ſy,deſiringthe Governour to hold out but foure 
daycs longer ; at which time he ſhould vndoubted!y be re- 
licved, Some ſay, that Szvells was afterwards queſtioned 
vpon his life ; for that being over-contident of his owne 
{trength, he had refuſed to take in ſome more forcesthat caine 
to oftertheir ſervice. This Towne, much {tronger then. Ro- 
ftock, is now by new fortifications doubly ſtrengthened, 

Whileſt the King himſelte is here buſted ; his Lieutenant 
Bamer goes to L324 (hard by Dammn ) and takes in that. 
And Malchinanother good Towne isby a {tratagem furpri- 
{ed alſo, Freialandt is likewile fo lerved ; and all the other 
ſtrong places, vpon the Fronticrs of Pomerlard.: and lo is 
Weſtrow by the Sca-fide. Yea all the {trongeſt places, tocon- 
clude, in that Dutchy, except thefourec ſtrong great Townes 
of Wiſmar, Roſtock, Butrow, and Dammitsx : which laſt, is an 
excceding itrong Towne vpon the River F/ve. Thus be- 
ewixt ly the firſt, and Febrwary the laſt, (that is incight 
moneths ſpace ) hath he.(which 1s {carce credible toreport) 
taken full 80. Cities, Caſtles, and Sconces 1n Pomerland and 
in Mecklenburg. 

By the end of Febraary, hath Tilly heard of the Kings pro- 
ceedingsin Mecklenbarg : and from Franckford on the Cder, 


| beginnesto ſet forward into that Dutchy againſt him. The 


King now after the taking of Damm, {ets downe with his 
; : Army 
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Army betwixtit and Treprow : himſelfe in perſon oneof the 
laſt dayes of February, going through Pomerland, vnto Ber 
Walt neere Conmuberg: where the firſt of ILaycb he concludes 
the League with Fraxce,as isaforeſaid. Within a day or two, 


that is, arch thethird, was Colbergen taken, as hath beens 
fayd. The next day, the King goes from Sretintowards New 


. eAngermund,onthe fame ſide ofthe Oder with Mecklenbarg. 


By this timeare ſome forces come to him out of Scotland - 
and there being no more neede of any Garriſons in the Ile of 
Rgen,thole he calls out. Thus drawes he all that might well 
be ſpar. d out of all his other Garriſons of Potherland, taking 
to him the 9000. which before were tn Brandenburg ,& thoſe 
that latcly beſieged Colberges :the States and Gentry of Pv- 


#zerland, he now commaunds, at their owne charge, tolevie 


 20oceo. men for their owne defence : which forces, ſhould 


take oath to himſelte, the Duke, and States of Poweren. 
And now hath he 23. Regimentsnewly come to him out of 
Pruſſiaalſo. Thus makes he himſelte as ſtrong againſt Tilly 
as pollible may be; bringing his Army from Conmxbergen, 
overthe Oder, and forming an Army of ſomg 15000. men, 
betwixt this New Angermund & FrejenWald,at alittle Dorpe 
called Swear. Hither hebrings ſome 60.peices of Ordaance : 
kicher alſobringshe his Ship-bridge from Sterm;which here 
helayes over the Ode? z over which he hath a free paſſage, 
both towar ds Franc kfor a, Landt sbergen, and Mecklenburg 9 
anda Retreate too, it neede were. This Leaguer he fortifes 
with all art & ſtrength poſlible: that if Generail T#ly ſhould 
adventure to fall on, he ſhould come yponthe pikes, Ano- 
ther Army he at the ſame time hath, (andchat very ſtrongly 


fortificg alſo )betwixt TreptoW and Demman atoreſaid: and 


ſome forces at the ſame fimelikewiſe, ar the ſiege of Gr:p/- 


wald,a Towne hard by : which might, vpou occaſion, calily | 


conjoyne themſclues with the ſtanding Army. | 

At thispreſcnt is MonſicurT ly vpon his march thither- 
ward, with an Army #ſome 22000. men, and 26. peices of 
Ordnance. From Franckford, comes he firſt to Kaptn, paſting, 


in his match, not farre from the Kings Leaguerileaving . not 
M aboue 
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abone a league ortwo, vpon his right hand. If ſome make 
doubr, why being fo neere he {ct not vpon the King 3 the 
queſtioniscafily anſwered; for that the Kings Camp was ſo 
{trong, tharhe durſt not, Second!y, Tuyer deſig: WAS, Ia- 
ther to hane drawne theKing out into the field, to a pitcht 
battell ( for ſo was it gircn out ) tnen with ſo much hazard. 
to aſſaulthim in his trenches, The more therefore toproveke 
theKing, he falls ypon ſomeof his Garriſons, even midgvay | 
betwixt the Kingstwo Armies. 7Ti/lytheretore hayinglome 
tew dayes expected the King at Rapizriſes and marches for- 
wards. And to.tempt out the Kings forces by the way, is 
Colonell Bernſteyn (a forward Gentleman and a valiant, but 
vnfortunate, who was afterwards met withall ) fent out 
with 509.horſc,to makea Cavalcado vpon Templin,(atowne 
hard by ) thinkingthereon the ſudden to haue ſurpriſed the 
Sweasſh Garriſon, But their ſpyes having giventhem timely 
notice of it, they in fayre order expe the!e hot-ſpun'd [m- 
perialiſts. Sothat hardto itthey fall zand many on both {ides 
fall in the Encounter. But the worſt plainely fell vato the 
Imperialiſts, vo carryed not home ſo inany as they brought 
out z aid yetthey returned full as faſt as ever they came, _ 
Tuly perc:iving the King not to be temptcd ont, procee-. 
derh forwards : {etting himſelfe downe at the liege of Felds- 
berg ; aCaſtlencere vato New Brandeubarg,now kept by the 
Swedsſ5:which by aſſault he tooke in,puttingall to the ſword 
init. Thence he gocs to NeW Brandenburg, which he forth- 
with ſtreightly belieges, and molt fiercely affaults. There 
are his men ſoundly knockt many a time, by the Swedeas (al- 
lyesout of the Towne, and by others from the Army by 
Dammiw, Tilly thus enraged with the lofſe of his men, after 
alarge breach in the walics made with his Ordnance ; he 
March g. relolucs vpon agenerall aſſault; by fine force brea- 
King into.the Towne, hetakes it; kills all that he findes in 
Armes: except the Governour, Colagell Kziph/:n, his wife 
and daughter ; foure Captaines, ſome Lieutenants, and Anci- 
ents, with about fixtis commoa Souldiers:all which ke ſends 
priſoners into Srargard. Newes of this being brought into 
Es TT : Fricaland 
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Priealang ſome foure Leagues off, which was kept by one 
Regiment of foote and 17. troupes cf horſe ; away packe 
the Swedens, late in the night towards Anckiam. The King 
alſo hearing of T Wes hard dealing with his men,ſends back 
to haue thoſe Imperialifts ſent after and ſtayd, which had 
newly yeelded vp Colbergen : andtheſe he cauſes tobe kept

=_ was. Hearing of the Kings Ship-bridge in his returne, 
e ſends Coleredo with twentie troupes of horſe through 
Botſaw towards the Oaer, to hinder the worke if it might 
' be: but they finding the bridge not onely finiſhed, but with 
aſtrong Sconcefortified alſo ; are faine to turne back againe. 
In the tayle of them, follow 600. Sweaz horle, purſuing 
them even vnto Borſaw + where other of their fellowes joy- 
ning with them, they paſſe beyond Bernau vnto Mmnnchen- 
berg : falling there on theſudden vpon ſcaven hundred Cra- 
bats ; of which many they kill z an hundred they take, their 
Colonell hardly eſcaping into Frankford, wasfaine to leaue 
all he had behinde him. Ty having thus left the Country ; 
the King reſolues vpon the taking of Franckford: in his going 
whither, his Vantcurryers ſurpriſe Zeazick;; kill three hun- 
dred Crabars ; obtaine three Cornets, and 460. horſes, with

. The King reſolving now vpon the fiegeof Franckferd, vp- The fiege of 


oft our Lady day in March, beginnestopaſle his Army over Frexchfordyp. 
the Oder :vpon the 27. headvances forwards ingood order, 08 the Oder. 
with ſome x 8000, men in his whole Army, belidesthofe of 
Guſtavns Horne, who were to goe for Landtsbergen, Count 
Schomburg ( who commanded in chiefe within the towne) 
now ſuſpe@ing the Kings purpole ; takes in 7000, more into 
the Garriſon : whereof twelue troupes of horſe : and rayſes 
M 2 out-- 
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ont workes inthe deſtroyed Vineyards, The firſt of April, 
comes * Texffenbach newly made Marſhall, of the Imperial? 
Army. He burnes downe one of the Suburbs of £645, to 
Gifappoint the enemy from lodging in it. The very ſame 
day,arrives the Kingat Li: yyithin a league of the Towne. 
The next day, he entrenches in the Vineyards aforeſaid; 
whereupon the view of the Towne beingtaken,the batteries 
are rayſed, That evening, the 7mperialits make a brave fal- 
tcrhrough the Gabens-gate : and with thelofſe of a Lieure- 
naat and many men, are beaten into the Church-yard, by the 
gatcaforeſaid; and glad to get inat it. Inthis Skirmiſh were 
many loſt on the Kings ſidetoo, and Colonell Texffe// among 
the reſt wounded in thearme, The next day being Pa/me 
$»aay, Aprillthcthird, old ſtile : the King keepes the 1o- 
[cmnitie of the day, with prayers and Sermons in his Catnp. 
All this while had there not beene one (hot made againit rhe 
Citic. W herupon thoſe of the Towne thinking the King had 
not as yet brought many peices with him, begin torevile the 
Swedes that had the guard next their workes : What you Ba- 
con-eaters, hane you eaten vÞ all your Leather-gunnes for hun- 
ger? Outof a Bulwarkeatthe ſame time vpona pike, hung 
they a Gooſe; calling the King a wild Gooſe, lately come aver 
_. zhe Sea. The King regards none of this, tillboth Sermon 
and dinner too was done. Abort two aclocke, the Swedens 
fallto worke vpon their Trench, rayſed the night before, 
ciole vnto the Gubens-gate : and while the pioners worke, 
the Souldiers with pike and fword, beate the [mperial;ſts out 
of an Ontworke they thereby had, into the Towne.' That 
worke being perfe&ed ; the King himſelfe(then who there is 
ſcarcea better Gunner in the world )bendstwelue peices of 
Ordnance vpon that gate: vnder favour of thoſe peices,clap- 
ping two Pctardsalſo vnto it. Through the gate, partly thus 
beaten open, and partly blowne vp, doe the Swedes towards 
Evening enter ; others getcing in by ſcaladee: others enter 
pcll mell withthe [mpertalifts, that now forſooke their ſtati- 
ons: the King himſelfe getting over the wall alſo by the old 
Colledge, was every where encouraging his Co 
OW 
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Now began a moſt bloudy fight : the Swedes running intothe 
danger, like flycs into the Candle, as if they had beene blind, 
anqnot {cene it, when asthere was nothing elſeto be ſecne. 
From a Turrct ncere the p'ace where the King entred, the 
Iwperialiſts ſhot amayne: the Swedes threatnedto cut all their 
throats if they gaue not over; vnto which,they now percci- 
ving how the game went, quickly. hearkned. By this time, 
were all the SWedes entred by the Gabers-gate. Schawenberg, 


with yalour enough, encourages hismento hinder it. Vpon 


him, now comes Baxduzcn with treth troupesof horſe and 
foote, and beates him quite out of the place. Now was the 
Towne wonne: now they beginne to flee. Some of the chicfe 
ojhicers of the Army,that had heretofore gotten greatſpoyles 
( for in this Towne were moſt of the old Servitors of the 


Emperours {idc)being now afraid to looſe, what they had ſo 


hardly before gotten; were careful in the heate of the medly, 
to ſend their Wagons towards S#efia, overthc Oder bridge. 
Thus whilethe bridge wascluſtered with carriages,the flce- 
ing people ſothrong'd and wedg'd in one another,that many 
were ſtifled, and many thruſt into the Oder : The SWedesal- 
{o now in the backes of them, could not beſtow eyther blow 
er ſhot, which did not ſome miſchiefe. Schawenberg, T ef- 
fenbach,and Ionte Cucuts, with diverſe horſemen, cſcaped 
into Great Glogowin Seſta. Lieutenant Generall Hiberſtemn 
was{laine : ſo were du, Walſtem, and Jonr ;all Colonells ; 
with fiftic other Captaines and Othcers : and 1703. Souldi- 
ers at the leaſt, dead vponthe place : beſides thoſe that were 


. drowned ;and others found in CeMlars, Chambers, and elfe- 


wheie, as many more perchance. Colonell Sparre a Swedex 
borne, ( who had once before eſcaped the King ( as you haue 
heard) had the honour to be pulld by the hayre of the head 
from off his horſe, by the Kings owne hand ; being with 
ſeaven other Licntenant Colonells, and ſome ſeaven hundred 
common Souldicrs;fent prifonersinto Steren, Enſignes were 
there 23. ( ſome fay 41. and ſure there could belittle lefle } 
with 8. Cornets, preſented vnto the King. There were 300. 
Swedes ſlaine, and 100.more hurt : whereof ſome morrally. 
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Thereſt were ſo fierce vpon the ſlaughter and pillage, that 
the Kino and Barditzen had much adoe with 1ntreaties, 
threats and blowes, to ſtane them off, To increa(le the miſe- 
ry ofthe Citizens, there fell a fire that night, which burat 
downe 17. houſes. Thus wasthe Imperialsfts Gooſe fawced, 
and thus roaſted, H-:re found he very much riches, 200000. 
pound of powder, x 8. great peices of Ordnance, beſides ma- 
ny leflerones, and a very great quantitie of Armes and Am- 
munition, Solemne thankes being given to G OD for this. 
Vidory ; the King immediately diſpatches 4000. horſe to- 
wards Laxatsbergen, whither Guſtavxs Horne (as you heard) 
was before gone : himſelfe the 5.th of April! with more for- 
ces following after. This ſtrong Towne of Lanatsbergen in 
the New March, ſcitnate vpon the Eaſt ſide of the Oder, 
neere vnto Polandand Sileſia too : lyes vpon the River War- 
ta ; which running out of Po/and, falls into the Oder about 
E 7 mt This Towne lying ſo neerethe Pole, with whom 
he had his late warres; makesit ofthe more conſequence vn- 
to the King, Faine therefore would he haue ſurpriſed itat his 
firſt comminginto Pomerland. Immediately after which, Au- 


g#ft 15.he ſends 2090. horle to try their fortunes vpon it. - 


Bat they could doe no good. In the beginning of December 
were ſome ſtrong parties of horſe looking that way : fo that 
ſome Sweat over-confident of their valour and fortune, 
would needs ſet vpon certaine troopes of mperialits, which 
they heard were then abroad, betwixt that Towneand Schif< 


felbem. Of which the other ( 2609. in number ) havingalſo 


notice; provide in very good order and reſolutiontoenter- 
taine them. The Swedesarc wellbeaten ; 300. of them loſt, 
and three Cornets : the reſt glad to ranne away. In the be- 
ginning of /anuary,when vpon the taking of Garts, the King 
had the purſuite of the flecing Imperial! Armie ; he thought 
atthe ſame time to haue ſurpriſed this Towne alſo. Thither 
is Guſtavus Horne then ſent : and from thence by the valour 
of Count {ratz,Governour in the Towne, is he for thattime 
put, Horne returning hereupon, hath notice by the Countrey 
Boores, of ſome fiue troupes of Crabats, which out of Him-

vied much to infeſt thoſe places, To liinder them, and to

but a fudden and a great froſt hapning v:ithall in the ead of 
{anuary:; theKing rites, and paſſes into Meck, enburg. Yet 
{till was the Towne blockt VP; ark ( to paſſe Dy other en- 
counters)1n the beginning of March, the Imperialiſts (allying 
Out, are Deaten 1h agalne all but rwo hundred ; which :vere 
Icft bchinde, as priſoners. In mid-4Zarch,the King paſſes 0- 
verthe Kiver Warta,ncre vntoit, Towardstheend of March, 
he layi!.g a bridge over the Oder at Sivedr (where he held his 
{ſtrong Leaguer) ke had from thencea tayre paſſage bothto 
that Towne,and vnto Frarnckford : vnto which ficee when as 
-hamſelfe in perſon went ; then was Guſtavus Horne againe 
ſent towards this Lardrsbergen, with twentie Cornetsof 
hor(e,and foote proportionable : Barter then going as Licu- 
tenant Generali, convoyes the Ordnance and Ammunition. 
No ſooncr was Frazckfyrd taken; but the King the very next 
day, diſpatches 4000. horſe thitherward : himſelfe the 5.th 
of eAprill likewiſe following: And now goe they to 1t 1n 
' goodearneſt : the King on one {ide of the River Warta, and 
Hire on the other. On the Kings fide was the Towne natu- 
rally guarded, by a certaine morafle or mariſh: over which, 
the King by the guidance of a Booreſo ſiddenly pales, that 
he was before theTowne,before the amazed Garriſon lookt 
for it.

froopes vpon them;vntill by theblocking vp of their towne, 
they were compelled vnto it. That neither could their owne 
Princethe Adminiſtrator of Magacnvurg,uhen inthe cnd of 
Ialy 1626.hecameintotheir Citie,obtaine ſo much of them: 
which had it beene done, Pappenheim had then beene diver- 
ted ;aninexpugnable Fort might hauc becne ray{cd.; andthe 
Seate of warre hauebeene turn'd off from the Citic. That the:

Whileſt the wearie Troupes there reſt ; out go:s Beryſteyn 
with ſome 600 Curiaſſers to ſet the watch, and to guard the 
pafſages forthat night. The King of Sweden fully enformed 
by his sKowtes, both of theirlodging and ſtrength ; that ve- 


' ry day ſends out 2000choſen Musketiers, and 500 Drago- 


niers, vaderthe commannd of Colone!l Collenbach, and the 
Rhyze - orane : before breake of day had approacht the 
Enemic, The goo Dragoniers, they ſet to fall vpon Bers- 
ſteyns 6OQ0 Curiafſers g Col! enbach with his Musketiers on 
foote encompaſling the Dorps, wherethe Imperialiſis lay en- 
quartered. The Dragoniers charging , preſently rumble 
downe a many of the Curiafſers; Colonell Ber»ſteyn himſelfe 
being flaineamong the firſt, andin bima Familic, for he was 
thelaft of his name. The reſt neither able with their horſes 
and piſtols, to hold our againſt horſes and muskets ; nor yet 
knowing the ſtrength of their Enemies, make adiforderly 
retreate 1nto the Dorp: thitherthe Dragoniers purſue them, 
and there leaping from their horſes, they with their maskets 
{til let licamongſt them. The other /mperia/iſts cannot bee 
faidto hauetakenthe Alarme, but the fright at it; ſome get 
horſes to fight, and ſome to flie : well, which way ſ>ever 
they iſſue out of the Towne, one Troupe or other of Collex- 
bach's muskettiers arc ready to entertaine them. Thus are 
1500 {laine, allthe 4 Regiments defeated, Bernſteyn kild, 
Holckand Corenino fled, ſome 28 or 29 Cornets taken:wher- 
of of Bernſteyns 16, of Holcks 6, of Monte Cuculies 5, of Co- 
romnees 7, beſides thoſe thatwere burat, Great bootie got- . 
ten of filver-veſſell &c. ſome one ſouldier lighting vpan 
Lo00 Rix-Dollars, and ano: her vpon as many Duckes.7 his 
defeate hapned vpon S#2day morning Iuly 17 : vpon which 
day theſe /mp:r12/ſts were diſpenced withall for being at 
Horrowe Maſze, as having betore day light beene at a Black- 


Santis. This defeate was given, Tilly himſclfe being in 
light of its 
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Generail T#!y reſolving now vpon a revenge,vpon Tueſ- 

day and Wedneſday following, he myſters and over-veiwes 
his Armic and Ammunition,gets all things ready for a battell. 
Vpon Thurſday 1«!y 21, forward he ſets towardsthe King, 
by faire and caſte marches ( not to over-tyre his Armie)com- 
ming vnto Tangermund, where the King had before encam- . 
ped, andfrom whence he had given order for his Garriſonto 
retyre, if they perceived Ty about to come vponthem.T1- 
{y at this time ( reckoning thoſe that were before ſlaine } 
brought ſome 260co men along with him, andall theſe like 
himſelfe, full ofanger, reſolntion, and deſire of revenge. Be- 
fore he would aſlault the Kings Trenches, he was faid ſecret- 
ly to laue ſent vnto ſome confederates and well-wiſhers of 
his, or otherwiſe corrupted with promiſes, to doca peice of 
trecherous ſervice for him : and that was, tonaile the Kings 
Ordnance, (at leaſt in that part of the Camp where he meant ; 
tofall on ) that ſo it might be made vnſcrviceable againſt Tilly 3 times 
him. Theplot being ( by I know not what remorſe 1n the _— = 
conſcience of one of the vndertakers Jdiſcovered ; The King q,g2 cy... 
(tis ſaid ) gaue not Tilly one Canon ſhot when hee firſt fell 
on,notwithſtanding he were come even vnder theOrdnance; 
and that Tilly was ſaid to haue made about 6 0. This made 
him confident, and his men brane ; whopreſſing now on in 
grcat multitudes, all ofa ſudden was ſucha tempeſt of ſhot, 
chaine-ſhot, murthering-ſhot, and what cver was cruclleſt 
to doe execution, ſhowred in amonglt them ; that there was 
madea miſerable butcherie. By another Avenze at the ſame 
titne, out ſallies Banaitzen with 3 Regiments of horſe, who 
ſet ſo rudely vpon theEnemies C#riafſers, that had the King 
feconded him with the reſt of the Armie, it had beene (astis 

thought) a very miſerable defeate, Thus is the retreat ſoun- 
ded forthat night, Within a day or two, another revenge 
muſt beattempted, betore which, tis reported alſo, that Ty 
ſhould haue hired ſome Boores to hauc fired the Towne of 
Werben,round about which the Kings Leaguer was:but theſe 
two reports wee doe onely relate, but prefle not vpon our 
Readers, theſe perchanceare but deviſed. Well ; Ty can 
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makenothing of itneitherthis day, northe next,(which was 
S. [ames his - Tuly 25 ,and the laſt day that hee attempted 
any thing vpon the Trenches : and istherefore forced to re- 
tire towards Tangermund. In which retreat the King him- 
ſelfe ſetting vpon him, {o over-laid the (7avars, that they 
weredrivenbackevypon their owne Foote ; who to keepe 
them from diſordering oftheir rancks, were faine to ſtave 
them off, by charging their pikes ypoa them. Ty percei- 
vingthe King comming, made Alt or a ſtand, putting his 
mcnin order,& bringing forward his Canon as the King a!fo 
-did. A skirmith now beginning. wasby the night taken off, 
both ſides retyring totheirquarters. Some ſay thatthe King 
himſelfe was in one of theſe fights, in ſome danger and too 
farre engaged : andthat Banditzen was ſo h:mb'd in, that he 
was faine by maine force to breakethrough: andthat in the 
comming off, he ſhould breake his ſword in the body of a 
great Commaunder, bringing out nothing but the hilrs, aud 
ſome two handfuls of the blade : and that his horle was 4 
times ſhot, and a peice of his ſaddle carried away.

The towne 
of Epelen is alittle after that taken alſos In the beginning of 
Tanuary an Imperiall Captaine ſurpriſes ſome 50.0r 60.0 the 
Magdenburgers z and they falling out vpon a ſtroug Partie, 
fetch in a bootie of 800. ſheepe and ſome 84. head of cowes 
and oxen: ſetting fire at the ſame time vpon ſome of their 
owne Dorps'vpon the E1bes {ide,that the Encmie might not 
there neſtle,l will not ſtand vponevery pettie encounter that 
paſſed this Winter time. The Spring comming on, they be- 
come-mote buſie; on the ſecond of March the Count Zaaror, 
together with his Lieutcnant Colonell derckuer, are ſnapt 
vp and ſlaine by the Magdenburgers at C osmick, neere vn- 
rothe Citie. The Citizens making outall their ſtrength,caſ 
vp thrce Out-workes hard without their Ports ; andthe 1- 
perialiFts falling on vpon two of them at once : Falkenburg 
with 2 peices of Ordnance fallying the ſame time out of 
the Citie, ſets vpon their Quarters, fires ard ſpoites all their 
Huts and Cabbins, wherethey had all this while wintered. 
Thustheſe lefſcr fiſhes play a while with one another, till at 
length thegreat Pike Genera!l 7.4ly comes amonglt them, 
and devoures them altogether.

This *Toll-houſe, wasa no- 
cable peice of Fortiftication, built onthe other tide the Eſve. 
To this T/{ynow turnes all his battery ; here falls he to my- 
ning : andall to no purpoſe, On the 15th, both by land and 
watcr he laycsat it : but 3006, Muskettiers being by him ſent 
in boates,to aſſayl@ on the waters {1de, were by thoic of the 
Fort driven aſhpare, and eyther all drownd or flaine by 
the Citizens ; 200. alto at the ſame tine, loſt their lines on 
the land-fide. Now was there newes brought into Tyes 
Camp ofthe King of Swedes being vpon his march, forthe 
relieving ofthe belieged: a Conncell of war betng thervpon 
bing call'd, ſome troupcs are fent towards/Prrezberg, and 
the Deſſax bridge; there to itaue oft the Kings forces.

Tilly ypon receipt of this meſſage, pre- 
parcs his Army, as if toacceptof a Victory, rather then to 
ght much forit : ſoconfident they were of themſelues, and 
ſo glad of the oportunitie. Proclamation is made, that vpon 
the hearing of certaine warning peices,every man ſhould re- 
payreto his Colours and to his order. Vpon the fatall ſea- 
venth of September therefore being Wedneſday, he with 
44000: braue men, ingoodly order of battell firſt takes the 
field ; which was vpon a fayre plaine or heath( about a mile 
from Leipſich ) called Gods Aker « ſayd to be the very ſame 
place, wher the Emperor Charlesthe 5 heretoforeoverthrew 
the Duke of Saxen.Tilly like aprudent Generall,being care- 
full for all advantages, had placed himſelfe vpon a little hill 
thereabouts,( wherethe place of execution 15, ) having a 
wood alſo to hide his men,and for their retreate.

The King of Sweden having prepared his Army by prayers 
vnto Gad, and encouragements to his men the day before, 
vpon the ſame Wedneſday morning before day, headvances 
from Dzeben towards cheplace of battell. His owne Troupes 
were ſome 18000 : andthe Duke of Saxonze, together with 
the Marquis of Brandenburg ſome 20000 or 22000. Two 
Regiments of Saxomes, I findnot to haue beenethis day in 
the field : the Foote-Regiment (namely ) of the Count of 
Solmes, and Hoftkerks Horſc-Regiment, The watch-word- 
was Godt mit ns, God withvs : their token,greene branches 
in their hats or helmets ; with which ere night their browes 
werecrowned, as if with v:i&0rious Lawrell, The King be- 
ing come as farre as Seehaxſen and Podebritz,, & now1n fight 
ofthe Enemiez behold an Omen, which a Romane Augur 
would haue eſteemed for a moſt fortunate abodement. Vpon 
theplaceof battell which the Encmie had left forthe King, 
therefate a flocke of birds; which being ſprung by the Kings 
comming, tooketheir flight direAly over Tilyes Armiezand 
fetching there a circle about, ( and that alſo the Romares 
would hane accountedan happy preſage ) they turn'd againe 
towards the Kings Army:as who ſhould ſay,Wee went to ferch 
ou vittory. But the King had a better A#gnry on his ſide then

a flight of birds, God with vs; andthat whichthe Romave Gee 
nerall ſometimes preferr'd before the birds : Romano milite 
dignns, Euſis adeftangar ; his valour,namely,and his{word.
